Twenty  years  ago  my  uncle,  Geo.  W.  Rife,  got  out  the  first 
edition  of  this  booklet  on  the  tenth  anniversary  of  his  mother’s 
death.  Ten  years  later,  at  his  suggestion  and  with  his  help,  I 
prepared  and  printed  a  revision.  Several  reasons  prompt  this 
second  revision.  In  the  first  place,  he  expressed  a  desire  that  one 
be  made ;  then  too  there  were  several  errors  in  the  last  edition 
which  I  hope  to  avoid  in  this;  and  finally,  some  additional  in¬ 
formation  has  been  secured  concerning  the  ancestry  of  both  John 
and  Mary  J.  Rife. 

The  family  group,  on  page  15,  is  a  reproduction  of  William 
C.  Rife’s  copy  of  a  photograph  taken  June  4,  1898 ;  the  remaining 
cuts  are  from  the  photographs  in  the  family  Bible,  now  in  the 
possession  of  my  father,  J.  B.  Rife. 

To  the  numerous  persons,  both  without  and  within  the 
family,  who  have  made  this  revision  possible  by  contributing 
time,  information,  suggestions,  and  money,  grateful  acknowledg¬ 
ment  is  due. 

In  pursuance  of  the  original  plan,  vital  statistics  of  de¬ 
scendants  have  been  brot  up  to  and  including  February  21,  1935.

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ANCESTORS  OF 
JOHN  AND  MARY  J.  RIFE 


A  Swiss  watchmaker,  whose  family  name  was  R  e  i  f  f ,  and 
whose  given  name  probably  was  Daniel,  gave  a  watch  of  his 
own  manufacture  to  a  son  who  came  from  Geneva  to  Philadel¬ 
phia  about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  or  earlier.  The 
watch  was  handed  down  from  one  Daniel  to  another  until  March 
30,  1925,  when  the  last  of  the  name,  Daniel  W.  Rife,  died  child¬ 
less.* 

The  first  of  the  line  concerning  whom  we  have  information 
in  contemporary  documents  is  Henry  Rife,  who  was  assessed  in 
Menallen  Township,  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1799  and 
whose  will,  proven  May  29,  1820,  is  on  file  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.t 

The  will  of  Henry  I  mentions  the  testator’s  “beloved  wife 
Barbara”  and  makes  two  sons,  Henry  and  Daniel,  his  executors. 
These  sons  are  instructed  to  pay  a  total  of  1521£.15s.  to  five 
daughters  and  three  granddaughters.  The  three  granddaughters 
are  daughters  of  a  son  Jacob,  who  evidently  died  before  the  will 
was  made.  Their  names  are  Eliza,  Catherine,  and  Susanna.  The 
five  daughters  are  Elizabeth,  married  Peter  Culp;  Catherine, 
married  Jacob  Eicholtz ;  Sarah,  married  William  Galbraith; 
Barbara;  and  Hanna. t 

The  will  of  Henry  II,  still  of  Menallen  Tp.,  now  in  Adams 
Co.,  is  also  on  file  at  Gettysburg,  making  a  bequest  to  wife  and 
children  and  mentioning  his  brother  Daniel,  who  “assisted  and 
worked  for  me  when  I  was  unable  to  do  it  myself.”  This  will  was 
proven  November  16,  1826. i

Henry  II  married  Mary  Forman, 
who  was  born  in  1800  in  Adams 
Co.,  Pa.  To  them  were  born  four 
children:  Daniel,  Jacob,  Hannah, 
and  Ann.  After  the  death  of  Henry 
II  his  widow  married  his  brother 
Daniel.  To  this  union  were  born 
five  children:  Catherine,  John,  Pe¬ 
ter,  David,  and  Samuel.  Daniel 
Rife  and  Mary  Forman  spent  their 
lives  in  Adams  and  Cumberland 
counties.  In  a  letter  written  from 
Big  Springs,  Pa.,  and  dated  July 
21,  1870,  Samuel  A.  Rife  tells  his 
brother  John  that  their  mother 
died  June  29,  1870,  and  was  bur¬ 
ied  the  same  day  in  the  Lutheran 
burying  ground  at  Stoughstown, 


Pa.*  Daniel  Rife  died  in  1875. 

DESCENDANTS  OF  HENRY  RIFE  II 

Jacob,  son  of  Henry  II,  was 
born  February  24,  1818,  and  died 
April  4,  1889.  On  May  31,  1849,  he 
married  Susannah  Harbaugh,  who 
was  born  April  6,  1825  and  died 
June  14,  1903.  They  lived  for  a 
short  time  near  Springfield,  Ohio, 
and  then  moved  from  Ohio  to  Illi¬ 
nois,  living  first  in  Tazewell  Co., 
and  later  in  Peoria  Co.  In  1882 
they  moved  to  Clay  Co.,  Mo., 
where  they  spent  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.

(Bercau,  Brokaw),  sister  of  Cornelius  and  Abraham  of  Warren 
Co.,  Ill.t  In  1808  they  came  to  Ohio.  In  1828  he  started  horse¬ 
back  to  Illinois  to  buy  cattle  and  was  never  heard  of  again. t 

Abraham  Kitchen,  son  of  Stephen  K.,  was  born  in  Warren 
Co.,  Ohio,  Nov.  9,  1808.  In  1829  he  married  Martha  Matilda 
Jones  who  was  born  in  Ross  Co.,  Ohio,  June  21,  1809.  After 
their  marriage  they  lived  on  their  farm  in  Greene  Tp.,  Clark  Co., 
Ohio,  a  farm  which  had  been  entered  by  his  father.  They  died  in 
1888’  the  mother  on  April  28,  the  father  on  June  28.

William  Thomas  was  born  in  1678  in  Llanwenarth  parish, 
Monmouthshire,  Wales.  His  wife,  Ann  (maiden  name  not 
known),  was  born  in  1680.  In  1711  or  1712  they  were  induced 
by  William  Penn  to  come  to  America,  he  being  a  licensed  minis¬ 
ter  of  the  Baptist  Church.  She  died  in  1753,  he  in  1757.  Their 
children  were  Thomas,  John,  Job,  Ephraim,  Manasseh,  William, 
and  Ann. 

John  Thomas,  also  a  Baptist  minister,  son  of  William,  was 
born  at  Radnor,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.,  Dec.  9,  1713.  In  1738  he  mar¬ 
ried  Sarah  James,  of  Radnor,  who  was  born  in  1721.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  were  Ann,  married  Nathan  Britain;  Rebecca,  married  Dan¬ 
iel  Pugh;  Leah,  married  Samuel  Jones;  and  Sarah,  married  John 
Blackwell.

Samuel  Jones,  of  Welsh  descent,  married  Leah  Thomas,* 
daughter  of  John  Thomas.  She  was  born  in  1742. 

Erasmus  Jones,  son  of  Samuel  and  Leah,  married  Mary 
Sellers.  In  Blocksom  Cemetery,  just  west  of  Selma,  Ohio,  are  the 
graves  of  Erasmus  and  his  wife  Mary,  the  epitaphs  stating  that 
he  died  March  1,  1850,  aged  eighty-three  years  and  one  month; 
and  she  on  September  25,  1855,  aged  seventy-eight  years,  eight 
months,  and  three  days. 

According  to  Goodspeed  and  Blanchard**,  Erasmus  Jones 
and  Mary  (Sellers)  Jones  were  both  natives  of  Virginia.  At  the

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time  of  their  birth,  however,  Virginia  included  the  Northwest 
Territory.  The  same  authorities  state  that  “the  elder  Jones  was 
one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Chillicothe  in  1778“.  At  that  time 
Erasmus  was  only  eleven  years  old  and  Chillicothe  (Ohio)  could 
hardly  have  been  settled.  Other  branches  of  the  family  have  this 
same  tradition  that  he  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  there.  His 
great-granddaughter  Margaret  B.  Rife  has  a  pair  of  moccasins 
he  is  said  to  have  purchased  from  the  Indians  at  Chillicothe.

One  of  the  traditions  repeated  by  Keturah  Jones,  of  Clif¬ 
ton,  Ohio,  was  that  the  “battle  of  Brandy”  was  fought  on  the 
farm  of  one  of  her  Sellers  relatives.  There  is  a  farm  in  West  Brad¬ 
ford  Tp.,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.,  which  belonged  to  three  successive 
generations  of  Samuel  Sellers,  descendants  of  a  Samuel  Sellers 
who  came  from  England  with  his  brother  George  in  1682. 

Miss  Alberta  Sellers,  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  copied,  some¬ 
time  in  1935,  the  following  statement  she  had  received  from  her 
cousin,  William  Sellers,  in  Philadelphia:  “Samuel  Sellers  of  Bel- 
prie,  England  came  to  this  country  in  1682,  married  Ann  Gib¬ 
bons  at  Darby  meeting  house,  July  1684.  One  of  his  children  was 
Samuel,  settled  near  Chadd’s  Ford,  and  another  one,  Thomas”. 

Miss  Alberta  Sellers  told  me  on  June  21,  1935,  that  this

Miss  Alberta  Sellers  (daughter  of  Albert*,  son  of  James) 
says  her  father  told  her  about  the  battle  of  Brandywine,  which 
was  fought  on  his  grandfather’s  farm.  Albert’s  grandmother  had 
described  the  battle  to  him  and,  among  other  things,  told  of  the 
red  capes  of  the  British  soldiers  and  how  the  wheatfield,  which 
was  ready  to  sow,  was  trampled  so  that  the  ground  had  to  be 
prepared  again  before  the  wheat  could  be  sowed. 

There  is  in  the  family  a  widespread  tradition  that  one  of 
the  Sellers  ancestors  was  “disowned”  for  marrying  outside  the 
Society  of  Friends.  This  may  account  for  the  failure,  so  far,  to 
find  documentary  evidence  of  the  relation  of  Thomas  Sellers  to 
any  Samuel  Sellers.

CHAPTER  II 


JOHN  AND  MARY  J.  RIFE* 


John  Rife,  son  of  Daniel  Rife,  was  born  near  the  famous 
battlefield  of  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  September  24th,  1832. 
At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  began  an  apprenticeship  at  black- 

smithing.  He  spent  the  years  1852 
and  1853  in  working  at  his  trade 
in  the  western  states.  In  the  spring 
of  1854  he  settled  in  Pitchin,  Clark 
county,  Ohio.  On  September  25, 
1856,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Mary  Jones  Kitchent,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Abraham  and  Martha  M. 
Kitchen,  of  Clark  county,  Ohio.  To 
this  union  ten  children  were  born, 
viz.,  George  W.,  Stephen  K.,  Anna, 
John  B.,  Fred  F.t,  Mary  M.,  Will¬ 
iam  C.,  Margaret  B.,  and  Lee  E. 
Remaining  in  Selma**  until  March, 
1862,  they  then  removed  to  what  is 
known  as  the  “Taylor  Farm”,  con¬ 
taining  1  2  0  0  acres,  in  Greene 
township,  Clark  county,  Ohio,  and 
engaged  rather  extensively  in 
farming.  They  remained  here  un¬ 
til  1867,  when  they  removed  to  their  own  newly  bought  farm, 
which  was  a  part  of  the  Richard  Randolph  farm  of  Greene  coun¬ 
ty,  Ohio.  Rebuilding  and/  improving  it  they  spent  the  remainder 
of  their  days  here. 

In  her  girlhood  days  the  mother  of  this  family  became  a 
member  of  the  Pleasant  Grove  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  in 
Clark  county,  Ohio;  but  not  until  1867,  eleven  years  after  their

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marriage,  did  the  father,  John 
Rife,  decide  to  lead  a  changed  life. 

With  a  firm  purpose  he  threw  off 
all  orders  with  which  he  was  affili¬ 
ated,  and  connected  with  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Presbyterian  Church  of  Clifton, 

Ohio,  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev. 

W.  A.  Campbell.  In  the  last  few 
hours  of  his  life  here  on  earth  he 
made  the  statement  to  one  of  his 
sons  that  he  wished  to  get  his  busi¬ 
ness  affairs  set  in  order  that  he 
might  draw  nearer  to  his  Master. 

The  mother,  Mary  J.  Rife,  united 
by  letter  with  the  same  church  at 
the  same  time  and  as  time  passed 
these  honored  parents  lived  to  see 
each  of  their  eight  surviving  chil¬ 
dren  gathered  into  the  same  or¬ 
ganization  of  which  they  themselves  had  become  members. 

We  are  sure  these  eight  children  will  each  bear  testimony 
to  the  faithfulness  of  these  honored  parents.  On  the  26th  of  De¬ 
cember,  1899,  the  father  died,  and  on  February  21,  1905,  the 
mother  fell  asleep.  They  lie  side  by  side  in  the  Clifton  Cemetery. 

Before  passing  to  the  record  of  the  children  severally  we 
note  that  there  are  now,  November  5,  1925,  living  descendants 
of  John  and  Mary  J.  Rife,  by  marriage,  etc.,  to  the  number  of  81.*
